number of children enrolled

ren are placed in homes as opportunity 
•ffers under articles of apprenticeship 
which inuirvl the welfare of the' child. 
We are not prei»ared to say that every 
ffort possible is l»eing made to find 
lomes for these little waifs of our so- 
:-ial system. The conditions of an or- 
linary home with reasonably good fos- 
ter parents are letter adapt (Hi to pre- 


si these children "or the 
stern 


realities of life than the conditions that 
necessarily prevail in an institution of 
this kind- 
Every effort should there- 


fore be made to rind suitable homes for 
is nianv of these children as jiosaible. 
The policy should be pursued both for 
the welfare of the children and on rc- 
•ount of public- economy. 


County Infirmary- — This institution 


leeds a hospital where the sick can !>e 
separated from the other Inmates and 
receive letter attention. 
This is ts- 


|>ecially desirable in ease of contagions 
diseases. We also notice that some of 
the men are lodired in the basement of 
one of the buildings from which sun- 
light is excluded, and except when ar- 
tificial heat is admitted 
it 
beconi"ft 


damp and musty, especially in damp 
•weather. Better quarters, if possible, 
should be provided for the inmates. 


County Jail — So far as accommoda- 


tions. safe keeping and treatment are 
concerned, conditions here are good: 
but we beg leave to suggest to 
the 


County Commissioners that the ends 
of punishment and justice to the of- 
fender and the state are not attained 
by keeping men in idle confinement for 
months. When the prisoners are not 
confined in their cells they are given 
the liberty of the corridors of the jail. 
where they mingle indiscriminately and 
create a moral atmosphere that is any- 
thing else but conducive to their re- 
formation: besides, confinement under 
such conditions is necessarily injurious 
to their physical well being. Arrange- 
ments should be made for 
sending 


these prisoners to some work house. 
•where those who hare Tteen addicted 
to an idle and shiftless life that brought 
them to their present plight, may l>e 
led back to habits of industry and to 
realize the- pleasure of an honest day's 
work, and those who have not yet be- 
come parasites upon society will not 
contract indolent hnbtts. Besides it is 
meet that these offenders "Work out 
and expiate their former guilt." This 
should not be made a question of the 
comparative cost of keeping the pris- 
oners in jail or sending them to a work 
lionse: if they were sent to a work 
house there would probably be fewer 
go to jail. 


City Prison — We tnlnk that some 


radical changes should be made here. 
The prison is now so constituted that 
all who enter must share the same 
quarter:: like cells with the bare hard 
bench to sleep on. as if what is good 
enough for the "common drunk" is 
eood enough for the man who is con- 
fined merely on suspicion on a charge of 
which he may not be guilty. The pris- 
on 
should l>e reconstructed so as to 


provide separate quarters for the pris- 
oners according to their character anfl 
condition and proper sewerage should 
be installed- By no means all who are 
taken to this prison to await their 
hearing ii. T»urt deserve the treatment 
they jjct under present conditions: nor 
wili the conditions they are subjected 
to. inspire respect for law and the ad- 
ministration of justice under the law.
